Note 1: Authority 


The University of Alberta operates under the authority of The Universities Act, 
Chapter 378, Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1970. 


Note 2: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies and Reporting Practices 
(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the University are maintained in accordance with principles of 
fund accounting, a procedure by which resources for various purposes are 
classified for accounting and reporting purposes in accordance with specified 
activities or objectives. 
For financial reporting purposes, accounts with similar characteristics have 
been combined into the following major fund groupings: 
— Operating funds 
— Capital funds a 
— Trust funds

Accounting for Accruals 


The University generally follows the accrual basis of accounting. Certain 
exceptions have been adopted and are detailed as follows: 


(i) Student fees for the Winter Session which apply to April and May are not 
treated as deferred revenues but are recorded as revenues of the fiscal year 
ended 31 March. 


(ii) The costs of certain term appointments extending into April and May are 
accounted for as salaries payable and expenses of the fiscal year ended 31 
March. 


(iii) Trust funds expenditures are on a cash basis. 
(c) Fixed Assets 


Land, buildings, and plant, including buildings under construction, are recorded 
at cost. Furnishings and equipment are recorded at cost less proceeds of 
disposal. 

The cost of original furnishings and equipment provided from capital funds or 
trust funds is capitalized, whereas the replacement of such furnishings and 
equipment is charged either to equipment replacement reserves or directly to 
operations. 

Furnishings and equipment includes the cost of library books purchased from 
operating funds.

Depreciation 


In accordance with the accepted practice of most Canadian universities, no 
charge is made in the accounts for depreciation of fixed assets.

Inventories of merchandise and supplies are valued at the lower of cost or net 
realizable value. 

(f) Investments 


Investments are recorded at cost or amortized cost where applicable. 
Amortization of premium or discount is calculated on a straightline basis from 
acquisition date to maturity date. 


Gains or losses on sales of investments, including any unamortized premium or 
discount, are recognized in the year of disposal, therefore no provision has been 
made to write down investments to recognize any declines in market value.

(g) Ancillary Departments 


Ancillary departments provide goods and services to the university community 
and are expected to operate on a break-even basis. These departments are 
assessed most overhead costs associated with their operations such as 
payments of principal and interest on all long-term debts and provisions for 
equipment replacement or extraordinary maintenance reserves, but are not 
assessed depreciation.

Note 8: Contingent Liability 


The University has a contingent liability of approximately $644 with respect to 
endorsements given to secure bank loans to assist faculty members in purchasing 
homes. 


At 31 March 1977 the University was named as defendant in three legal actions 
initiated by former employees. Subsequent to the year end two of the actions were 
settled. No provision has been made in the accounts for direct or contingent 
liabilities arising from such litigation. It is not expected that these liabilities will 
exceed $350. 


Note 9: Anti-Inflation Program 


Pursuant to an agreement dated 18 February 1976 between the Government of the 
Province of Alberta and the Government of Canada, the University is subject to 
controls on compensation paid to its employees as specified in the Anti-Inflation 
Act. 


Note 10: Subsequent Event 


The Boards of Governors of The University of Alberta and The University of Calgary 
have tentatively agreed on a basis for the division of the capital of the Killam Estate, 
such division to take place during 1977-78. 


Note 11: Comparative Figures 


The 1976 comparative figures have been restated where necessary to conform to 
1977 presentation and to reflect the adjustment of the negative balance shown in 
the extraordinary maintenance reserve at 31 March 1977. 


The extraordinary maintenance reserve for the power plant utility had a negative 
balance of ($688) as at 31 March 1976. This had been caused, in part, by the 
disallowance by the Province of Alberta of a natural gas rebate claimed under The 
Natural Gas Rebate Act. During 1976-77, the disallowed amount of $512 was 
allocated among the internal and external clients of the power plant utility, causing 
a restatement of the following accounts:

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Report of the President 
1976-77 — 


As we enter a new academic year there would appear to be no alleviation in sight of the 
severe financial constraints under which we have been forced to operate for the past 

several years. We therefore still find ourselves bound to adhere to policies which are not 
conducive to academic excellence, such as our requirement that experienced senior staff 
members on resignation, retirement, or death be replaced by junior staff. The stopping of 
innovative programs and the steadily increasing requests for quotas, among other things, 
reflect the rigidity which has resulted from current University funding policies. 

We are very conscious that the public generally has difficulty in appreciating our 
problems and in realizing the potential which exists for mutual help and benefit in many 
areas. It is of the greatest importance that the diversity of expertise and knowledge in a 
University such as curs be communicated to the various publics whom we serve. 

As a result of this rather dismal state of affairs we have come to realize, as never 
before, the urgent need for the University not only to establish its priorities but also to be 
seen to be addressing itself to this task. A Committee on University Priorities has been set 
up by the Board of Governors. Its aim will be to identify our objectives and our priorities. 
Now that enrollment is becoming more stable, and now that there is little likelihood of 
additional funding, it is imperative, in these inflationary times, to take stock and to 
reorganize our affairs in order to cope with the difficult situation in which we now find 
ourselves. 

In order to improve our relationships with Government and with the public at large, 
and to bring the University, in all its complexity, to their attention, a Board Committee on 
Community Relations has been established. This Committee will strive to develop policies 

/ which will promote this aim and which will assist in securing the material and moral 
support so necessary for University activities. 

Despite the problems inherent in our present situation we must make every endeavor 
not only to preserve our standards but also to improve the quality of our teaching, our 
learning, and our research programs. This we can only hope to do with the good will and 
efforts of all those within and outside the University community.
